ALCALA PARK — Msgr. Richard 
Duncanson, rector of the St. Francis 
Seminary, has been appointed chancellor 
and moderator of the curia for the San 
Diego diocese, succeeding Msgr. I. B. 
Eagen who has held the chancellor’s 
position for more than 20 years. 

Father Fernando Ramirez, formerly 
vice rector of the diocesan college-level 
seminary and currently pastor of St. 
Mary parish, National City, will succeed 
Msgr. Duncanson as rector. 

The appointments, announced by 
Bishop Leo T. Maher, are effective Aug. 
1, although Msgr. Eagen is expected to be 
available part-time through the end of the 
year to assist Msgr. Duncanson with the 
transition. 

In a statement dated May 15, Bishop 
Maher said that Msgr. Eagen, who has 
been pastor of Mission Basilica San Diego 
de Alcala since 1971, has asked to be 
relieved of his diocesan posts ‘‘so he can 
devote more time to his pastorate.”’ 

Msgr. Eagen also serves on several 
boards. within the Catholic community, 
including the Board of Trustees of the 


\ University of San Diego, as well as in the 


wider community, particularly the 
National Conference of Christians and 
Jews. 


Bishop Maher called Msgr. Eagen ‘‘an 
astute administrator’? who ‘‘met the 
demands of”’ his diocesan positions ‘‘with 
exceptional competence and with 
professional skill.’’ 

““My heart is filled with gratitude for 
his loyal service and great devotion to the 
work of the church on the diocesan 
level,’’ Bishop Maher said.’

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Catholics 
decry vote 
on clinic

SAN DIEGO — Catholic leaders 
decried the approval by the San Diego 
City Schools Board of Education of the 
concept of a health and social services 
center at Hoover High School, East San 
Diego. 

They fear such a clinic would offer 
contraceptive and abortion referral 
services to students and thus promote 
promiscuity and abortions. 

The board voted 3-2 in favor of the 
concept at its May 16 meeting at the city 
schools education center, 4100 Normal 
St. Board members Jim Roache and Kay 
Davis voted against the concept. 

The board asked the Hoover 2,000 
committee — a 49-member group which 
includes Hoover High students, parents 
and employees, and city schools 
employees — which proposed the idea, to 
bring back to the board a comprehensive 
proposal that mandates parental and 
community planning and implementation 
of the health services to be provided at the 
center. 

The board also requested that the plan 
include parental permission for all health 
services received at the clinic. 

Bishop Leo T. Maher told Southern 
Cross the vote ‘‘is a degrading influence. 
It’s very unfortunate the trustees did not 
listen to the voices of concerned people of 
our community on such an important 
matter.”’ 

Msgr. Douglas Regin, diocesan respect 
life coordinator and pastor of St. Francis 
Church, Vista, said a full proposal of 
specific details on the clinic will have to be 
presented to the board for further action.

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Third Midwesterner to be fourth bishop of diocese

When Bishop Robert H. Brom, currently bishop of 
Duluth, Minn., becomes the shepherd of the Diocese 
of San Diego in 1990, he will be the fourth bishop to 
head the see since its creation in 1937 and the third 
Midwesterner to do so. 

On May 9, Pope John Paul II appointed Bishop 
Brom coadjutor bishop of the Diocese of San Diego 
with right of succession to Bishop Leo T. Maher 
when the current San Diego ordinary retires in 
conjunction with his 75th birthday, July 1, 1990. 


Bishop Charles F. Buddy, the founding bishop who 
served for 29 years, came from St. Joseph, Mo. 
Bishop Maher, though coming from the Diocese of 
Santa Rosa, which he founded, was born in Iowa. He 
has served the San Diego diocese for nearly 20 years. 

Archbishop Francis J. Furey, Bishop Maher’s 
predecessor, was the lone non-Midwesterner, coming 
from Philadelphia, and serving here six years. 

And now comes a Minnesotan (actually born in 
Wisconsin) who will be installed coadjutor bishop of 
the San Diego diocese at an 11 a.m. Mass, July 24 at 
The Immaculata on the University of San Diego 
campus, Alcala Park. 


Bishop Brom will celebrate the Mass, and Bishop 
Maher will join Archbishop Pio Laghi, the apostolic 
pro-nuncio to the United States, and Archbishop 
Roger Mahony of Los Angeles as presiders. 


More than 40 bishops are expected as well as 
hundreds of priests from the San Diego and Duluth 
dioceses and lay representatives from the parishes of 
this diocese. 


A 16-member committee has been appointed to 
plan the events scheduled in conjunction with the 
installation.

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_™* Speakers urge closer union with God

SAN DIEGO — Participants at the 
annual diocesan charismatic conference 
May 12-14 prayed, sang, danced and 
were exhorted to surrender to God’s will 
and rid themselves of attachments 
blocking a closer union with God. 

The conference at the San Diego 
Convention and Performing Arts Center 
drew some 1,100, according to Jaime 
Garcia, director of the Diocesan 
Charismatic Renewal Center which 
sponsored the event. 

Speakers at the general sessions were 
Jesuit Father Richard Thomas of El Paso, 
Texas, Claretian Father John Hampsch 
and Barbara Shlemon, both of the Los 
Angeles area. 

Father Thomas’ message included the 
‘‘bad news’’ of human weakness resulting 
from original sin and the ‘‘good news’’ of 
God’s loye. 

‘‘God is calling you to change your life 
by getting rid of the attachments that keep 
you from loving God fully,’’ said Father 
Thomas, executive director of Our 
Lady’s Youth Center in El Paso, which 
ministers to the poor in the border city of 
Juarez, Mexico. 

He told of his own ‘“‘painful 
conversion’’ in overcoming ‘‘neglect and 
fear’’ that had prevented his taking a 
militant stand against abortion. 

He said he joined Project Rescue, ‘‘a 
move of the Holy Spirit,’’ whose 
members block entrances of abortion 
clinics in order to save the lives of the 
unborn. 

Such an action in Austin, Texas, April 
18 saved nearly 60 fetuses scheduled for 
abortions that day at clinics that were 
closed because of the demonstrations, 
Father Thomas said. 

‘Abortions go on because we have not 
been witnesses for Jesus,’ he said. ‘‘Our

country is under a curse’’ because of 
more than 20 million legal abortions 
performed since 1973. 

In another segment of his presentation, 
Father Thomas emphasized the spiritual 
power of holy water and blessed salt. 
These sacramentals have brought peace 
to inmates in a Juarez detention center for 
juvenile delinquents and in a mental 
hospital, he said. 

Shlemon and Father Hampsch 
summarized their talks in telephone 
interviews with Southern Cross May 12. 

Shlemon, a nurse, author and 
workshop director who conducts healing 
services throughout the United States, 
said she would address freeing oneself 
from ‘‘unhealthy actions and attitudes in 
order to draw closer to the Lord.”’ 

These actions can be compulsive or 
addictive behaviors that ‘‘attempt to fill 
the emptiness in ourselves that is 
searching for love,’’ she explained. Any 
behavior can be addictive, such as work 
or building relationships, if it is 
characterized by escalation or the “‘need 
to increase the dosage.”’ 

Once people recognize their addictions, 
they can ‘‘invite the grace of God to help 
change these patterns and attitudes,’’ 
Shlemon said. 

Sometimes areas of unforgiveness and 
pain separate people from God. Once 
these emotional hurts are identified, 
people can pray for God’s healing, she 
said. 

Shlemon said another talk would focus 
on openness to the Holy Spirit, a theme in 
the liturgy for Pentecost Sunday, May 14. 

This openness can be fostered by 
making prayer and Scripture reading a 
priority — ‘‘giving God the first fruits of 
our day by offering ourselves and our day 
to him,”’ she said. 

“The Spirit is moving in a dramatic 
way to bless, heal and empower people to 
become the children of God,’’ Shlemon

She said the healing service she would 
conduct during the conference would 
focus on physical healing which also 
affects one’s emotional and spiritual well- 
being. 

‘A majority of patients are suffering 
from the wear and tear of the mind on the 
body,’’ she said. ‘‘Physical illness comes 
form a lack of love — for oneself, others 
and God.”’ 

Although ‘‘healing sometimes occurs 


by prayer alone,’’ Shlemon emphasized 
the importance of also obtaining good 
medical care. 

Father Hampsch, a retreat master, 
author and media presenter, said one of 
his talks at the conference would explain 
how suffering can ‘‘cause us to mature 
spiritually and conform us to Christ.”’

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Bishop’s consent to remarry 


Part three of a four-part series 


The one who will officially witness the marriage of 
divorced persons is not to overlook the obligations of the 
party to a former spouse and children in the pre- 
marriage investigation. Permission is required from the 
local ordinary (bishop) ‘‘except in necessity.”’ 

A case of necessity, according to Father John M. 


_ Huels, OSM, JCD, ‘‘would include danger of death or 


some serious necessity.’’ Father Thomas Doyle, OP, 
JCD, states that premarital pregnancy ‘‘does not 
constitute a sufficient reason to proceed without the 


. ordinary’s permission.’’ Permission is required because 


the matter poses a threat to a future marriage and the 
well-being of those “‘left behind.”’ 

If the permission is not sought, is the marriage 
invalid? To omit the permission without good reason 
would be a violation of law. The marriage, however, 
would be considered valid. 

Local legislation and guidelines may be developed to 
help the clergy comply with canon 1071, 1, 3. Such 
legislation could touch on who should do the 


CYA facilities 


“The California Youth Authority (CYA) institutes 
are seriously overcrowded, offer minimal treatment 
value despite their high expense, and are ineffective in 
long-term protection of public safety.’’ 

This was one conclusion of the report, ‘Reforming 
the California Youth Authority,’’ published last 
September by the Commonweal Research Institute. 
After an eight-year study of the CYA — the nation’s 
largest youth prison system — the report urged 
sweeping reforms of the CYA and abolition of the 
Youthful Offender Parole Board (YOPB). 

A Legislative hearing held last December in 
Sacramento focused on problems plaguing the CYA, 
including many cited in the Commonweal report. For 
instance, the authority currently has 9,000 prisoners in a 
space designed for 5,840, and is operating at almost 160 
percent of design capacity. The crowding of prisoners is 
steadily increasing. 

These figures pose a stark question. While juvenile 
arrest rates have declined over the past 10 years, why is 
it that the number of young people held in secure 
confinement has soared? 

During the legislative hearing, community leaders, 
including representatives of Catholic Charities of 
California, referring to the findings of the Commonweal 
report, outlined the main causes of overcrowding in the 
CYA: 

© The Youthful Offender Parole Board (YOPB), a 
small group of officials appointed. by the governor to 
review prisoners’ cases before their release, has played a 
major role. The board by its actions has disempowered 
the director of the youth authority and- demoralized 
CYA staff and prisoners alike by its inappropriate 
involvement in treatment decisions. 

The YOPB has increased the number in confinement 
in three ways: by revising its guidelines to increase the 
established length of stay for different crimes, by making 
clinical and treatment decisions which dramatically 
increase the average stay of prisoners by imposing 


disciplinary and discretionary ‘‘time-adds,’’. without ~- 


board members having the benefit of extensive clinical 
training, and by imposing extremely strict standards for 
parole violation that have led to higher rates of parole 
revocation. ; 

¢ The CYA has failed to divert offenders who are 
inappropriately sentenced to its facilities. Statewide, 
there is a lack of available treatment for delinquents who 
have mental health needs or developmental disabilities. 
As a result, the responsibility for providing treatment 
has shifted from the state’s mental health system to the 
correctional system, with the effect of criminalizing 


investigation, what questions should be asked, what 
proofs of compliance should be required, and what sort 
of counseling should be required to assist a recalcitrant 
party to face these responsibilities. 

If the local bishop has not established guidelines, then 
no one is to assist at the marriage without approaching 
the local ordinary for permission in each case where a 
former spouse and/or children are involved, whether or 
not the party has been fulfilling the obligations discussed 
in this series. 

The final article in this series will concern the effects 
upon families and the general welfare of responsible and 
irresponsible persons who have continuing obligations 
after a divorce.

Due to the lack of local alternative treatment 
programs, youths from rural counties are committed to 
the CYA for less severe offenses than youths from urban 
areas. There is also a shortage of appropriate after-care 
services when youths are released from county, CYA or 
mental health institutions. 

e The state has chosen to follow policies which 
encourage the expansion of secure CYA facilities at the 
expense of more appropriate and more effective 
diversified country treatment options for juvenile 
offenders. 

Since the December hearing, legislation has been 
introduced in response to concerns about the CYA. 

A measure sponsored by Sen. Robert Presley, 
D-Riverside, would reduce the term of imprisonment of 
nonviolent youths from 20 to six months, after which 
juvenile offenders’ cases would be returned to their own 
counties for review. ox 

Presley’s bill also provides a new stategy in juvenile 
justice, proven effective in a growing number of states, 
which replaces state youth prisons with targeted 
community-based treatment programs. These programs 
are more successful and cost effective, and offer judges 
more effective placement options. ; 

Governor George Deukmejian’s proposed budget for 
1989-90 would eliminate funding for community 
programs currently serving juvenile offenders. This 
budget money in the past has been directed to county 
probation departments for local programs, primarily 
juvenile camps and ranches: 

The CYA estimates that if the proposed budget 
cutback is carried out, 3,000 to 4,000 more youths 
would be committed each year to its already 
overcrowded facilities. 

It is crucial that citizens make their views known to 
the governor — that public safety is not achieved by 
misusing secure facilities for “‘lightweight’’ offenders, 
and that thoughtful alternatives are available with no 
increase in budget costs. 

As Michael Lerner, president of Commonweal, has 
noted, ‘“The bottom line is that you can get better public 
safety and better treatment options for the same dollars 
we now waste or misuse on the CYA.”’

the building committee, the insurance committee and 
served in each of the diocesan corporate boards.”’ 

He also “‘has the distinction of serving the whole San 
Diego community with equal zeal.’’ 

‘With such a distinguished record, the whole diocese 
salutes you, Msgr. I. B. Eagen, and expresses our 
thanks and appreciation,’’ Bishop Maher said. 

Bishop Maher told Southern Cross that Bishop Robert 
H. Brom, the newly named coadjutor bishop of San 
Diego with right of succession, concurred with the 
decision of Msgr. Duncanson as chancellor. 

Regarding his goals as chancellor, Msgr. Duncanson 
said, ‘‘My immediate goal is to be available to Bishop 
Brom and assist him in getting a full and accurate sense 
of what goes on here — the programs that are in place 
and the great personnel he has to work with.”’ 

Msgr. Duncanson was ordained Dec. 17, 1971, after 
studying theology at the North American College in 
Rome. After serving as an associate at St. Kieran 
parish, El Cajon for a year-and-a-half, and as Bishop 
Maher’s secretary from 1973 to 1977, he earned a 
doctoral degree in dogmatic theology from the 
Angelicum in Rome in 1980.

Catholic leaders decry school-based clinic vote

that they not be established.’’ 

“Voting for the concept is voting for 
the clinic,’’ said Joan Patton, vice pres- 
ident of the Right to Life Council of San 
Diego County and a member of the Coa- 
lition for Family Values. ‘‘We will not 
give up the fight.’’ 

Tina Dyer, general counsel at the 
board meeting, said schools can refuse 
health services to students if their parents 
have not previously given permission for 
the service, despite a California civil code 
which states that minors can access 
reproductive services without their 
parents’ consent. 

Prior to the vote, more than 70 people 
addressed the board, including Msgr. 
Regin and Patton, both leaders in the 
anti-clinic campaign. 

Msgr. Regin asked the board to reject 
the concept of the clinic, which he called 
the ‘“‘wrong medication,’’ and said 
members were being asked ‘“‘to sign a 
blank prescription’’ for a problem with a 
‘faulty diagnosis.”’ 
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Patton said the Hoover High parents 
had been given misinformation about the 
purposes of the clinic. 

In 1986, the Board of Education 
defeated the proposal for a school-based 
clinic by a 3-2 vote, following an outcry 
by opponents led by Bishop Maher. 

In a letter to the people of the diocese, 
dated April 27, Bishop Maher called the 
proposed health center at Hoover High a 
““sex clinic’’ that would offer contracep- 
tive services and thus ‘‘foster sexual 
promiscuity’’ (Southern Cross, May 4). 

He expressed concern for the health 
needs of all students, adding the city 
schools’ nursing program should be 
expanded to meet these needs and that 
students in need of more extensive health 
services be referred to nearby clinics. 

He said there are moral methods of 
dealing with teen-age pregnancy. 

The California bishops advocate a 
comprehensive approach to teen-age 
pregnancy, including parental encourage- 
ment of abstinence, development of 
pupils’ self-esteem and improved 
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economic opportunities. 

Msgr. Regin also called for opposition 
to the Hoover clinic concept in letters to 
pastors and pro-life directors, stating that 
one purpose of school-based clinics is to 
reduce adolescent pregnancies by 
encouraging the use of ‘‘contraceptive 
techniques and abortion referrals.’’ 

In the letters he documented facts, such 
as the dependence of clinics on public 
support, once they are established, and 
the requirement by private foundations 
funding the clinics that they provide 
reproductive health services. 


In a debate with Patton on Channel 
10’s ‘‘Inside San Diego’’ aired May 3, 
Dr. Thomas Payzant, San Diego City 
School superintendent, claimed that birth 
control was not the focus of the proposed 
Hoover clinic and parental permission 
would be required for all health services 
that pupils would receive at it. 

Patton said the schools should 
concentrate on education and “‘leave the 
problem of social issues’’ to the appropri- 
ate community health departments.

St. Francis Seminary faculty since 1983, 
said his brief parish assignment has been 
more like a working sabbatical for 
education and renewal. 


As pastor he has learned more about 
the work of the parish priest, especially in 
a multi-ethnic parish, which he thinks will 
help him as rector in leading the 
formation program of men studying for 
the priesthood. 


“‘T am grateful to Bishop Maher for his 
confidence in me and to Msgr.

Clergy told to respond to ‘real world’ of youth

ALCALA PARK — The church must 
respond to the real world youth live in, 
such as the music, reading and television 
programs that attract and influence them, 
a youth minister told 15 priests of the San 
Diego diocese May 11 at the Kolbe 
Center, next to St. Francis Seminary. 

“‘We must affirm what is good and help 
(youth) sort out positive and negative 
influences,’’ said Brian Reynolds, co- 
founder of the Center for Youth Ministry 
Development, a consulting organization 
in Naugatuck, Conn. 

He conducted a workshop to 
communicate to the clergy the vision of 
total youth ministry, — its goals, 
programs, and resources. It was 
sponsored by the diocesan Office of Youth 
and Young Adult Ministries. 

In updating participants about the 


trends, issues and influences of today’s 
youth, he said parents are still the 
strongest influence on youth, despite peer 
pressure. j 


Youth of today worry about their 
parents dying, their grades, looks, 
money, war and peace, said Reynolds, 
who also founded the Christian 
Leadership Institute, a youth leadership 
program for high school youth. Reynolds 
also is an author and has taught at a 
Catholic high school. 


Reynolds also noted the importance of 
age during adolescence. Early 
adolescents, ages, 10-15, cannot be 
addressed in the same manner as the late 
adolescents, ages 19-25, he said. 


Total youth ministry is ministry to, 


with, by and for youth, he explained. Its . 


goals are to foster personal and spiritual 
growth and involve youth in the life, 
mission and work of the faith community,

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he said. 

Since most parishes have some type of 
youth ministry, a youth group or a 
religious education program, Reynolds 
offered the priests a model of youth 
ministry that incorporates both programs. 


His model includes gathering points — 
contact with the church, such as a youth 
group, religious education, retreats, and 
liturgies — and non-gathering points, 
such as newsletters or birthday cards sent 
to youth from the parish, and parent- 
family, which consists of parent 
education, books and family events. 


Parishes can enhance their youth 
ministry program by being more 
comprehensive and inclusive and offering 
a variety of youth activities, he_stated. 

“Parishioners must also recognize 
youth as a part of the present church, not 
the future church,’’ said Reynolds.

No Charge for Initial Consultation 


participate in the parish youth program 
by attending activities with them and by 


bringing church into the home through 


family prayer and rituals, he said. 


““The parent is the primary educator. If 
the parents are models and show the 
importance of faith in their lives, the 
children are more apt to look to the faith 
as well,’’ he said. 


Reynolds told Southern Cross he hopes 
that the priests who attended his 
workshop now have a_ better 
understanding of youth ministry. 

“T think they came looking for 
direction and how to build on what they 
have going, and I think they received 
that,’’ he said. 

Father Edward ‘‘Bud’’ Kaicher, 
diocesan director of youth and young 
adult ministry, said the next step for his 
office will be to present a similar 
workshop for youth ministers.
